JEDDAH, Nov. 7 — King Khaled 
Wednesday sent a cable of congratula- 
tions to Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev 
on the Soviet Union’s national day. 

The Saudi Press Agency said the King 
wished President Brezhnev and the Soviet 
people further progress and success. 

Saudi Arabia does not have relations 
with the Soviet Union. Leaders of the two 
countries however exchange greetings on 
national days. 

Defense Minister Prince Sultan said 
recently that Saudi Arabia had no inten- 
tion of establishing diplomatic relations 
with the Soviet Union. 

The minister was speaking to journalists 
in Paris two months ago during a short 
visit to the French capital. 

The Soviet Union was the first state to 
set up an embassy in Jeddah after King 
• Abdul Aziz established the Kingdom of 
Saudi Arabia. 

The Soviets left in 1938, when accord- 
ing to John Philby in Arabian Jubilee, “ the 
Soviet government finally abandoned its 
efforts to convert the Arabs to the Marx- 
ian creed.'’ 

King Khaled meanwhile received a 
message of congratulations on Eid Al- 
Adha from Iraqi President Saddam Hus- 


The King also met more leaders of fore- 
ign Pilgrimage delegations who came to 
pay their respects and thank him before 
leaving the Kingdom.

CAIRO, Nov. 7 ( R) — Egypt has agreed tj. 
sell Israel two million tonnes of Sinai oil for 
one year at the OPEC ceiling price instead of 
the much higher spot market price, President 
Anwar Sadat said in an interview. . 

Sadat was speaking to a group of journal- 
ists and experts preparing a radio program on 
the Middle East for the British Broadcasting 

Corporation (BBC). . 

They quoted Sadat later as saying there 
was no problem between Egypt and Israel on 
the question of oil purchases from Sinai wells 
which Egypt will recover from Israel later this 

month. _ 

Sadat said he had told Israeb Defense 
Minister Ezer Weizman Monday that Israel 
could buy up to two million tonnes of Sinai oil 
at the OPEC ceiling ofS 23.5 a barrel for one 


yearl- . 

Sadat aWtold them that after that, Israel 
coidd buy two million or more tonnes at the 
spot market price — currently around $ 32 a 

barrel . 

Egypt originally.insisted that Israel pay the 
spot market price from the start, arguing it 
was not a member of OPEC and always 
charged the spot market rate. 

Oil Minister Ezzedin Hilal was quoted as 
saying Wednesday that Egypt has decided to 
begin the production of the Israeli-beki Alma 
oilfields in Sinai by 50 per cent once they are 
returned. 

H& told the newspaper A/ -Ahram that the 

yield from the fields was 40,000 barrels a day. ■

Begin forms new cabinet

• TEL AVIV, Nov. 7 (R) — Prime Minister 
Meoahem Begin produced a new Israeli 

cabinet Wednesday after two weeks of deli- 
cate political patchwork that strained the 
Joyalties of his factious coalition. 

As it turned out, the team which Begin 
presented to the Knesset (parliament) dif- 
fered little from the ministerial lineup that 
was breached by the surprise resignation on 
Oct 21 of Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan. 

Begin left the foreign ministry post unfilled 
but said he would run it himself. 

Completing a new government involved 
Begin in j uggling with pressing national prob- 
lems ranging from inflation to abortion, and 
the star newcomer was Yigal Hurwitz, 60- 
year- old business magnate called in to rescue 
the country from a surging inflation rate 
expected to top 100 per cent this year. 

He took over as finance minister in place of 
Simcha Ehrlich, whose policies during two 
and a half years in office are widely blamed 
for Israel's economic misfortune. 

But Begin, in his report to the Knesset, 
praised Ehrlich. He said the economic prob- 
lems were the fault of the opposition Labor 


Party wh ich fell fro m power in May, 1977. 

The most awkward of Hurwitz 1 s conditions 
fortairing the job was Ws insistence on having 
economic affaire decided by a tight inner 
cabinet instead of giving every gov ernment 
minister a say. This was reluctantly accepted 

m Rw^al'of Ehrlich had long been on the 
cards. But it had to be done without wound- 
ing the feelings of the Liberal Party which be* 
beads and which plays an essential part in 
Begin’ s Likud bloc coalition. 

The solution was to create for Ehriicn a 
new job altogether, the post of second deputy 
premier. Because Israel basic law does not 
provide for two deputy premiere, the matter, 
required legislation in the Knesset. 

This passed with difficulty Tuesday night. - 
Earlier in the week the outcome had looked 
doubtful because of threats by the ultra- 
religious Agudat Israel group to sw mg its tour , 
members away from supporting the coalmen 
unless Begin guarnteed legislation to make 
abortion: more difficult. .

LONDON, Nov. 7 ( AP) — : 

11.25 an ounce in London and $ 10.50 in 
Zurich Wednesday as the situation in Iran 
drove investors back to the metal, traditional 
refuge in times of uncertainty. 

The threat by Iran to cut off oil supplies to 
the United States sent the dollar sinking 
against major currencies except the Japanese 
yen. Japan imports 99 per cent of its oil, paid 
for in dollars. 

“The Ayatollah has certainly been pushing 
us around,” said a London gold dealer, refer- 
ring to Iran's leader Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini. 

Gold dosed at$ 395 an ounce in both London 
and Zurich, against $ 383.75 at the close in 
London Wednesday and $ 384.50 in Zurich. 

In Tokyo the dollar closed at 240.15 yen 
compared with 237.05 yen the night before, 
its highest level since February 1972. At one 
point it hit 240.6 yen and the Bank of Japan 
sold an estimated $ 350 million to stem the 
yen’s decline. 

Tokyo dealers said massive waves of buy- 
ing orders from foreign banks in the wake of 
news about Iran sent the dollars spiraling up 
in the morning. Japanese firms setting import 
transactions were buying in the afternoon. 

But Europe's reaction was just the oppo- 
site and the dollar sank there in response to 
the continued occupation of the U.S. 
embassy in Tehran. 

Washington reports attributed to the U.S. 
Central Intelligence Agency said Iran’s oil 
exports were dosed off Tuesday by a shut- 
down of the country’s only crude oil port at 
Kharg Island in the Gulf. But the National 
Iranian Oil Co. later denied the reports and 
British petroleum, said it knew nothing of a 
shutdown.

KUWAIT, Nov. 7 (AP) — Kuwait s 
Finance Minister announced that the Central 

Bank has injected $ 1 .40 billion into the local 

fipanrwi market in recent weeks to overcome 
h ank liquidity difficulties. 

Abdul Rahman Al-Atiqi blamed the prob- 
lem on speculators who sent interest rates 
soaring over the past two months. 

“There is no liquidity problem for the 
ordinary citizen, the national businessman or 
the local contractor,” Atiqi added in a televi- 
sion interview Tuesday night. 

The government had no plans to raise the 
current official interest rate of eight per cent 
he said. Such a step “will harm national 
economic institutions and private business- 
men who will be unable tomorrow at higher 

rates,” he added. ■ . . .

TEHRAN, Nov. 7 (Agencies) — Ayatol- 
lah Khomeini Wednesday night ordered 
Iran's ruling Revolutionary Council and all 
state officials not to meet with a U.S. peace 
mission on its way here to negotiate the 
release of 60 Americans being held at the 
U.S. Embassy. 

But Khomeini 1 made no comment on 
whether he would meet with a delegation 
from the Palestine Liberation Organization 
reportedly also on its way here to negotiate 
for the release of the hostages. 

Sources in Washington told Arab News 
Wednesday that President Jimmy Carter 1 s 
administration had secretly asked the PLO to 
use its influence with Khomeini in an effort to 
win release of the hostages. 

The administration's unofficial contacts 
with the PLO were suggested by Saudi 
Arabia, the sources told Arab News , and they 
said the PLO delegation headed by Abu 
Jihad left Wednesday for Tehran. 

They said the PLO delegation was likely to 
have an easier time in securing the release of 
the hostages than the official U.S. mission, 
since PLO leader Yasser Arafat has forged a 
close relationship with Khomeini and his 
aides in the wake of the revolution against the 
Shah. 

In a statement read on Tehran radio, 
Khomeini said, “Neither I nor the 
Revolutionary Council must meet any of 
them," (the U.S. group) until and unless the 
ailing former Shah is returned from the U.S. 
to Iran to stand trial. 

The students who have been occupying the 
embassy since Sunday have demanded the 
immediate extradition of the Shah and a cut 
in all relations between Iran and the U.S. 

The U.S. peace delegation, headed by 
former U.S. Attorney General Ramsey- 
Clark, was sent to Iran late Tuesday by Presi- 
dent Carter.and was to njr /t if*ie Yv'e JsJinUy 
night in an effort to secure the release of the 
hostages. 

The students holding the Americans haw 
threatened to execute the hostages if the U .S. 
makes any military moves to free them or 
attempts to use political pressure to secure 

their release. . . . _ . 

In his statement on talks with the Clark 
delegation, Khomeini said, “if the United 
States gives the Shah back to Iran and stops 
espionage against the revolution the way to 
negotiations will be open in some cases. 

There was no indication what he meant by 
**in some cases,” unless that was a reference 
to the PLO' s mission to secure the hostages 
release. 

“ According to what we have heard. Car- 
tel' s special envoy intends to come to Qom 
and negotiate with us, but we say that 
America has opposed returning the Shah and 
it has been said that the embassy was an 
espionage place against us. Thus my meeting 
with the envoy is by no means possible." 
Khomeini said. 

The Clark delegation is carrying a letter 
from Carter to Khomeini in which the U.S. 
leader asks for talks on the hostages and a 
general review of American- Iranian rela- 
tions. . . . . . , 

The Iranian Foreign Ministry had said 
prior to Khomeini s statement that members 
of the Revolutionary Council would meet 
with Clark and Deputy William Miller of the 
Senate -Intelligence Committee, but Kho- 
meini's statement undercut that claim. 

The Revolutionary Council has been in 
overall charge of government aff airs since 
. Khomeini accepted the resignations of Prime 
M Minister Medhi Bazargan and his provisional 
' government Tuesday. 

Bazargan, who had headed the govern- 
ment since the February revolution, was 
quoted by aides as saying he resigned because 
of his government's inability to deal with the 
hostage situation and because of continual 
opposition to government policies on the part

While the request was" unofficial" it could 
be an important signal that the U.S. is willing 
to abandon its reluctance to recognize the 
PLO. 

And observers in Washington noted that if 
the PLO delegation succeeds in freeing the 
hostages, the U.S. would have an enormous 
moral obligation to the Palestinian group. 

The mission to Iran marks the second time 
the PLO has come to the aid of endangered 
American citizens abroad. In 1 975 during the 
Lebanese Civil War, the PLO provided sec- 
urity for Americans being evacuated from 
Beirut. 

In another development Wednesday, a 


spokesman for Khomeini said that Iran hai 
not halted oil exports to the ITnited States buj 
will consider doing so unless the Shah i 
extradited. 

The denial followed a wave of rumors ii 
Washington and elsewhere that oil supplier 
had been cut because of Carter’s refusal ti 
hand over the Shah, who is now in a Nev 
York hospital as a cancer patient. 

The statement from Khomeini 1 s offio 
came shortly after a similar statement wa 
issued by a spokesman for the country’ s oi 
ministry. 

The ministry spokesman said oil supplies ti 
the U.S. were proceeding normally.

policies, including huge arms sales, contri- 
buted to the fall of the pro-American Shah of 
Iran. 

“It could be argued that U.S. policy in Iran 
was faulty and exacerbated the situation.'' 
said an article in Military Review, which is 
published by the army command and general 
staff college Fort Leavenworth, Kansas. 

The article, prepared by officers studying 
at the Army Institute for Military Assistance, 
was critical of what it called “the U.S. role in 
the evolving conditions which led to this last 
winters upheaval' in Iran. 

“The massive U.S. military sales had the 
unintended result of contributing to 
economic dislocation, to disruption of the 
agriculture sector and the intendent alie na- 
tion of the peasants" the military authors 
said. 

Also, they said, “the large and unques- 
tioned acceptance of the Shah’s justifications

Since most of the constitution — 136 arti- 
cles — has already been approved by the 
Council of Experts, the 20 articles remaining 
are not expected to take more than two 
months to amend and approve. This will 
define the time scale of the transitional gov- 
ernment's tenure. . .

Abdul Hassan Barii Sadr, a member of boti 
the Islamic Council and the Council of <Con 
stitutional) Experts, and a close friend o 
Ayatollah Khomeini. If Bani Sadr himsel 
proved unable to form the government, tbei 
the task, the sources said, will certainly fa:

Finnish foreign minister to pay visit

JEDDAH, Nov. 7 — Tbe Finn- 
ish foreign minister, Paavo Vay- 
rynen, arrives here Saturday for a 
three-day official visit. 

Kai Helenius, the Finnish 
ambassador here, said Wednesday 
that the visit will be the first by a 
Finnish cabinet minister since 
1 977 and the first ever by a foreign 
minister. 

Vayrynen, who will bold talks 
with Foreign Affairs Minister 
Prince Saud Al-Faisal, will be 
accompanied by a political and 
economic team that includes the 
undersecretary of state in the 
economic department and the 
head of the political department of 
his ministry, the president of tbe 
Confederation of Finnish Indus- 
tries, tbe senior vice-president of 
the national oil company, tbe pres- 
ident of the Association of Gen- 
eral Contractors and a representa- 
tive of the country's metal and 
enginee ring indu stries. 

No information is available on 
who else the team will be meeting, 
and the ambassador speaks of a 
general review of “friendly rela- 
tions.”

ISLAMABAD. Nov. 7 lAP) — 
President Gen. Muhammad Zia 
Ul-Haq ordered all-out efforts 
Wednesday for a 10.47 million ton 
wheat crop this fiscal year, up 
from last year's officially esti- 
mated 9.74 million tons. 

“Unless wheat production is 
raised to a level which is higher 
than the rate of population 
growth, it will become difficult to 
materialize the objectives of a 
self-reliant economy ," Zia told a 
meeting of economic ministers 
and government organizations 
dealing with agriculture. 

The population growth rate 
now is more than 3 percent a year. 

Pakistan bad set a wheat target 
of 9.5 million tons for fiscal 1979, 
which ended June 30. but actual 
production surpassed it. 

The government has increased 
efforts to provide fertilizer, better 
quality seeds and an assured sup- 


ply of irrigation water to meet the 
new target. 

In fiscal 1978, production was 
only 8.3 million tons, 1 .2 million 
tons short of the target. Pakistan 
had to import 2.25 million tons of 
wheat from the United States. 
Australia and Turkey at a cost of 
around $300 million, seriously 
straining its balance of payments. 

Pakistan normally imports one 
million tons of wheat a year, 
mainly to maintain a buffer stock 
and to meet shortages. Part of the 
wheat imports are financed with 
U.S. credits. 

In the meantime, Pakistan was 
seeking $1 70 million in assistance 
from the International Monetary 
Fund in negotiations which began 
here' Wednesday. 

The discussions are expected to 
be completed by the middle of this 
month, after more members of the 
IMF mission arrive here.

In their Gist official contact with 
the PLO the four, members of the 
Dutch parliament’s defense com- 
mittee, were briefed by Kaddoumi 
on the situation in southern Leba- 
non and the relation between the 
PLO forces and U.N. peacekeep- 
ers in general and the Dutch con- 
tingent in particular, a Palestinian 
spokesman said. 

The agency said Palestinian 
military leader Abul Walid, com- 
mander of Yasser Arafat’s opera- 
tions room, also took pan in the 
one-hour meeting. 

The delegation led by Dr. B. de 
Gaay flew into Beirut Monday 
evening. It left for the southern 
Lebanese border town of Naqoura 
which houses the command of 
U.N. peacekeepers late Tuesday 
after the meeting with Kaddoumi 
and officials of the Lebanese par- 
liament defense committee.

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Editor’s note: In the last installment of former Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger’s memoirs, which Arab News is publishing twice a 
week, he described his determination to support King Hussein, to 
reward him for his moderation and for Us pro-Western policy. Kis- 
stoger recommended to Nixon an increase in Amerfea’sMediterraaeBii 
forces. This angered the presfltait at first as be wanted no confronta- 
tion, and no military moves by Israel unless expressly approved by the 
White House. Events then moved quickly. King Hussein announced a 
military government on Sept. 17 and then ordered his army Into 
Amman . The war begpn^Syiian tanks invaded Jordan on Sept. 20 
and, after Jordan destroyed 30 of them, counterattacked with two 
armored brigades, across a broad front. We find Kissinger, in this 
installment, determined to meet tile challenge. 
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During the course of Sunday 
afternoon I recommended — and 
the President approved from 
Camp David — returning the air- 
borne brigade in Germany to its 
base embarkation point from a 
maneuver area to which we had 
permitted it to move on Sep- 
tember 18 when the crisis seemed 
to be cooling. The long planned 
maneuver exercise extended the 
reaction time of the brigade to ten 
hours ; at its home base its alert 
‘Mis Rcm, , status would be reduced to four 
5. hours. One battalion was ordered 
to prepare for an airdrop. At 5 
r p.m. we requested our Embassy in 
1 Bonn to notify the German gov- 

- era meat of the movement of the 

- airborne brigade. We explained 
-• that its heightened readiness was 

made necessary by the possibility 
of evacuating Americans from 
Jordan. The brigade was 
instructed to move rapidly and 
openly without any security pre- 
cautions ; we wanted Soviet intel- 
ligence to notice it quickly. The 
German government was likely to 
spread word of our moves to 
friendly European governments. 
Dean Brown was instructed to tell 
Hussein of our public statements 
and our note to the Soviets and not 
to dose the door to posable 
United States intervention. 

During the afternoon the scale 
of the new Syrian attack became 
clear. We had continued planning 
on the assumption of either an 
American or an Israeli military 
reaction ; all in the government 
were agreed that the two must not 
take place simultaneously. On 
September 17 I had conveyed oo 
the WSAG the President s prefer- 
ence for resisting Iraqi or Syrian 
intervention primarily with 
United States forces. I had 
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requested that each course be 
examined in the light of three 
criteria : who - had the better 
reason for action ? who could sus- 
tain his actions better ? who had 
the greatest capacity to prevent 
escalation ? 1 had asked for the 
best case that could be made for 
American action and the best case 
for standing aside and deterring 
the Soviets while the Israelis 
moved. These papers were avail- 
able to the President over the 
weekend. 1 cannot tell whether he 
read them. 

In order to make a final recom- 
mendation to the President I cal- 
led a meeting of the WSAG for 7 
p.m. Sunday evening, September 
20. From then on until the NSC 
meeting next morning, the crisis 
for us in Washington took the 
form of almost uninterrupted 
meetings and telephone calls. The 
flavor can best be conveyed by 
tracing the events of the night 
hour by hour. 

From 7 :10 to 7: SO p.m. the 
WSAG principals met in the Situ- 
ation Room in the White House 
basement, largely to bring one 
another up to date on events of the 
past hours and to look again at 
contingency plans. The intellig- 
ence and military briefings indi- 
cated that it was nip and tuck. 
Much of the discussion was a typi- 
cal bureaucratic trauma over the 
trivial. Two portable miHtaiy field 
hospitals were to be sent in 
response to the Kin£s request for 
assistance ; the debate was 
whether we should send them as 
an American contribution or 
under some multilateral aegis. A 
quick review of the pros and cons 
of American military intervention 
strengthened onr conviction that 
our forces were best employed in 


holding the ring against Soviet 
interference with Israeli opera- 
tions. To be effective unilaterally 
we would have to commit our 
entire strategic reserve ; we would 
then be stretched to near the 
breaking point in two widely sepa- 
rated theaters aud naked in the 
face of any new contingency. Our 
forces would have to go in without 
heavy equipment and with air 
support only from carriers. Our 
only overland supply route was 
across Israel. Unking us with Israel 
when separation was the principal 
reason for an American action. If 
we got into difficulties, we would 
have to call on Israel for help. In 
short, if the situation in Jordan get 
out of control it could be remedied 
only by a massive blow against 
Syria, for which Israeli armed 
forces were best suited. 

At7:50 p.m. the President, hav- 
ing returned from Camp David, 
called me to his office. He and I 
had been in frequent touch during 
this Sunday afternoon. 1 had 
rehearsed my concerns about 
unilateral American military 
action on several occasions along 
the tinesof the WSAG consensus ; 
late in the day be had changed his 
view. Just before the WSAG 
meeting he had told me that if 
there were a military reaction it 
should not be by us. I quickly 
brought Nixon up to date. I sug- 
gested that he call the senior 
members of the WSAG up to his 
office to give them some sense of 
his thinking and the psychological 
boost that can come only from 
Presidential leadership. Even 
though his view now coincided 
with that of the WSAG, I urged 
that he not reveal his change of 
mind so that the WSAG could go 
through the options again, free 
from the desire to fulfill Presiden- 
tial preferences. He could then be 
sure to get the best judgment ; he 
could make his formal decision 
after the WSAG meeting was con- 
cluded. 

Once the point of decision was 
reached, Nixon acted with a kind 
of joyless, desperate courage — 
tom between his insights and 
understanding of the international 
reality and his fatalistic instinct 
that nothing he touched would 
ever be crowned with ultimate 
success. The biggest problem at 
that point was to keep the courage 
from turning into recklessness and 
the firmness into bravado. In these 


situations he would not be con- 
cerned with short-term political 
advantage ; he would do what he 
thought was required by the 
national interest as he perceived 
it. No more can be asked of any 
President. Many have done much 
less. 

From about 8:00 to 8:20 p.m.. 
Nixon met with the WSAG prin- 
cipals — Alex Johnson. Tom 
Moorer, Dick Helms, David Pac- 
kard. Joe Sisco. He gave them a 
pep talk expressing appreciation 
for tbeir efforts. He said that their 
job was to save the King against 
outside intervention ; he expected 
their judgment regardless of what 
they might previously have 
assumed to be his preferences. He 
stressed that 1 would be speaking 
for him. 

At 8:20 p.m. the suitably 
inspired WSAG members left the 
President's office and resumed 
their deliberations downstairs in 
the Situation Room. 1 stayed 
behind for ten minutes to go over 
the options with the President. We 
both agreed that the odds favored 
our prevailing if we remained firm 
without being truculent and if we 
played our cards well. 

At about 8:20 p.m., too. Denis 
Greenhill telephoned again on the 
secure phone. Since I was in the 
Oval Office, Haig in the Situation 
Room took the call. Greenhill 
passed on a message that Hussein 
had given to the British Ambas- 
sador in the morning and repeated 
again two hours before the phone 
call : In view of the deteriorating 
situation the King was requesting 
immediate air strikes. 

At 8:35 p.m. I rejoined the 
WSAG meeting, which continued 
until about 9:15 p.m. The British 
message reinforced the predispos- 
ition in favor of standing aside for 
an Israeli move. We did not pos- 
sess enough intelligence or target 
information to respond rapidly to 
the King's plea with American 
forces. At the same time, if the 
United States was to bold the ring 
against Soviet intervention we 
would have to accelerate our read- 
iness; we would thereby also 
improve our capacity to conduct 
air operations should the Israelis 
prove more reluctant to act than 
we estimated. The WSAG 
approved the following recom- 
mendations to the President : 

♦ improving the alert status of 
the airborne brigade in Germany 


even further ; 

* putting the 82nd Airborne 
Division on full alert (this would 
undoubtedly leak and thus force a 
rapid decision on both Moscow 
and Damascus) ; 

* flying a reconnaissance plane 
from a carrier to Tel Aviv airport 
to pick up targeting information 
( this would undoubtedly be disco- 
vered by Soviet and Egyptian 
radar, and signal that American 
military action might be approac- 
ing). In other words, we would 
heighten the perception that 
American or Israeli intervention 
was threatening. 

In my view that seems " bal- 
anced " and ” safe " in a crisis is 
often the most risky. Gradual 
escalation tempts the opponent to 
match every move ; what is 
intended as a show of moderation 
may be interpreted as irresolu- 
tion ; reassurance may provide 
too predictable a checklist and 
hence an incentive for waiting, 
prolonging the conditions of 
inherent risk. A leader must 
choose carefully and thoughtfully 
the issues over which to face con- 
frontation. He should do so for 
major objectives. Once he is 
committed, however, his obliga- 
tion is to end the confrontation 
rapidly. For this he must convey 
implacability. He must be pre- 
pared to escalate rapidly and brut- 
ally to a point where the opponent 
can no longer afford to experi- 
ment. 

At about 9:27 p.m. I asked 
Sisco to join me conveying the 
WSAG's recommendations to the 
President ; as the official who sat 
at the nexus of all the cable traffic 
it was crucial for Sisco to under- 
stand the nuances of White House 
thinking. It would also help keep 
Rogers informed, be had decided 
to stay near a phone at home to 
await developments. First we had 
to find the President because 
Nixon had decided to go bowling. 
With the aid of the Secret Service 
we finally tracked him to an obs- 
cure alley in the basement of the 
Executive Office Building. Nixon 
calmly listened to our report and 
approved the recommendations 
while incongruously holding a 
bowling ball in one band. It was 
one of the few occasions that I saw 
Nixon without a coat and tie. He 
said that whatever was done must 
succeed ; he was determined to 
stop the Syrian attack. He agreed 


that we needed urgently to establ- 
ish contact with the Israeli 
Ambassador. I told him I would 
call Rabin. 

At about 10 p.m., I returned to 
ray office in the White House and 
placed the call. It turned out that 
Rabin was attending a dinner in 
New York honoring Golda Meir. 
He had to be called from the dais 
and brought to a reasonably sec- 
ure place, though throughout the 
conversation I could hear the dis- 
tant babble of voices. Telling 
Rabin that Sisco was also on the 
line, I asked what information 
Israel hadon Syrian moves. Rabin 
said Israel estimated some two 
hundred Syrian tanks to be in the 
area of Irbid. I told Rabin that we 
had been asked for assistance but 
had no intelligence. Could Israel 
fly some reconnaissance at day- 
break ( then only three hours away 
in the Middle East) and give us its 
judgment ? Rabin, who was 
nobod/ s fool, asked whether we 
would look favorably on an Israeli 
air strike if the intelligence indi- 
cated significant Syrian advances. 

I replied that we would prefer to 
make this judgment after analyz-. 
ing the results of the reconnais- 


sance. We were in the process of 
discussing this when I was handed 
another urgent message from the 
King, this time directly to us. I told 
Rabin I would have to call him 
back shortly, 

Hussein’ s message had come by 
telephone to our Ambassador two 
hours earlier. It spoke of a serious 
deterioration following a new 
massive Syrian invasion ( the 
attack by the two brigades at 
noontime). Jordanian forces were 
no longer in contact with each 
other; Irbid was occupied. The 
troops in the capital were dis- 
quieted. In the King's view air 
strikes were imperative to save his 
country ; he might soon request 
ground troops as well. Reversing 
his previous procedure, Hussein 
asked us to inform Britain of his 
plight. 

At 10:10 p.m.. Sisco and I 
jointly phoned Rogers from my 
office and told the Secretary of the 
conversation with Rabin and the 
new desperate message from the 
King. We were inclined to 
recommend to tbe President, we 
said, that we endorse an Israeli air 
strike. Rogers agreed we had no 
choice. 


At 10:12 p.m., now familiar 
with the route. Sisco and I there- 
fore went back to the bowling 
alley. (J never say the bowling 
alley again after that fateful 


night).- We told the President of 
tieKuif 


the Kings request and the consen- 
sus of his own senior advisers. He 

accepted our recommendation 

and authorized us to approach 
Rabin. At 10:25 p.m. Sisco and I 
found our way back to my office. 

At 10:35 p.m. I placed another 
call to Rabin with Sisco on the 
line. Just as tbe connection was 
being completed, Nixon, his bowl- 
ing completed, walked into my 
office, conservatively dressed as 
usual. I told Rabin of the informa- 
tion we had received from Jordan, 
without specifying the source. 
After discussion with the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary, I could 
inform him that if Israeli recon- 
naissance confirmed what be had 
told me, we would look favorably 
upon an Israeli air attack. We 
would make good the material los- 
ses, and we would do our utmost 
to prevent Soviet interference. 
Rabin carefully repeated what I 
had said to make sure that he 
understood : he would have to 
consult his Prime Minister.

Finally, and as a result of the showdown between his government 
and the Revolutionary Council over the continuing occupation of the 
American embassy in Tehran, Dr. Mehdi Bazargan and his cabinet 
resigned. 

It was clear from the beginning that the occupation took place on 
Khomeini" s instigation and that of his Council: and that the prime 
minister and his foreign minister were both opposed. They both tried 
to find a solution consonant with international law and diplomatic 
usage, but failed in the face of extremism. 

That the real purpose of the occupation was the embarrassment, 
even the destruction, of the Bazargan government is attested to by 
the speed of Khomeini's acceptance of the resignation. This became 
clearer as the acceptance was immediately followed with instructions 
for writing a new constitution and the oiganization of a new referen- 
dum. 

The Bazargan government, as it was quickly realized had far from 
decisive influence in the country. The real ruler has always been 
Ayatollah Khomeini himself. But for all that, Bazargan' s presence, 
■his known moderation and open-mindedness, were all taken as 
guarantees that at least a thread of responsible government still ran 
through the fabric of Iranian politics. 

With his departure the field is left clear for extremists who have yet 
to show signs of the expertise and patience required to put a country 
with such a magnitude of problems as Iran on an even keel. The 
world, given Iran’s economic and strategic importance, cannot but 
feel perturbed. 

While it is fair to say that extremism and confusion are necessary 
adjuncts to a revolutionary upheaval such as Iran had witnessed, it is 
nevertheless to be regretted that it seeks to take such a long time for 
things to settle down in the country. 

The danger is that the elements within the leadership and in the 
street who have up to now preferred to tilt at windmills rather than 
face the pressing demands of economic and political reconstruction 
might precipitate a real crisis with the Arab world. Threats to the 
Gulf are still being made, and the feud with Iraq seems to go 
unabated. 

This would be a real pity, since the Arab world has no interest 
except in seeing a happy, prosperous and stable Iran. 


STRAUSS’ DEPARTURE 


The resignation of Robert Strauss, Carter’s special envoy to the 
.Middle East, drove a substantial nail in the coffin of the Israeli- 
Egyptian talks over Palestinian autonomy. There is no doubt that his 
famous “nose for business*' told him the time was ripe for such a 
move. The credibility of the talks is sinking fast. Only a fool would 
hold on to such plunging stock. 

Envoy Strauss has a good cover for his departure. He goes to 
manage the finances of Carter's reelection campaign. Yet this did not 
stop him from voicing his disappointment at the protracted wrangling 
that has been the story of the talks so for, and at the fact that no 
additional Arab side to the conflict had been persuaded to join. 

Two events had been important in making up the envoy’s mind. 
The first was the shock of King Hussein' s refusal to meet him in New 
York, when he came with an 'invitation from President Carter for 
talks with the King. The second was the failure of the London round 
of the talks, when Dr. Khalil of Egypt and Mr. Burg of Israel foiled to 
agree on a way to break the deadlock in their negotiations. 

Strauss, in any case, is not the first absconder from the moribund 
“peace process" between Israel and Egypt. From the American side, 
Cyrus Vance had already chosen the better part of valor. On the 
Israeli side, Dayan has already left, while Ezer Weizman said yester- 
day that he had thought of resigning, and is only staying because he 
might be useful ir proving things along slightly. 

But it is the Eg> pan side which exhibits the most impressive list of 
ca^ial rirs and escapees. There was first Ismail Fahmi who resigned 
on the eve of Sadat's visit to Jerusalem. Soon the defection of the 
foreign minister was followed by that of his deputy Dr. Mahmoud 
Riad. Then came in succession the resignations of Dr. Ibrahim Kamil 
and Field Marshal Gamasi, and the disappearance from view of Dr. 
Osama A1 Baz. 

One would have thought that there was enough evidence here of 
the dead end at which the “ peace process" finds itself. For aside from 
the solid wall of external opposition, the building itself is crumbling 
from within. But this is what the parties to it refuse to recognize.' 
Until, that is, next May, when the time they themselves have set up 
for the negotiations runs out. 


A surprising 

legacy of the 
British era

I am often surprised, when I visit countries of the 
Arab world by the generally friendly attitude of the 
Arabs I meet towards Britain and the British peo- 
ple. Making every allowance for Arab courtesy, 
which makes it difficult to say rude things to a guest 
(and which sometimes, it seems to me, puts too 
much of a brake on plain speaking), I still find it 
remarkable that Arab as a whole seem so well dis- 
posed towards the individual Englishman. And of 
course 1 am very pleased that it should be so. 

The contacts between us in the past have been, 
after all, less than satisfactory. If I were a Palesti- 
nian with only the sketchiest knowledge of Britain's 
part in the history of Palestine in the 1 920s and '30s, 
or an Egyptian with a memory long enough to go 
back to 1956 (to take only these two examples of 
Britain' s involvement in the Arab world), I believe 1 
should find it difficult not to let something of my 
feelings show when I met a stranger from Britain. 

But most Arabs seem to find it much easier to 
remember a good turn than an injury — which is a 
most engaging characteristic. Just this morning, for 
instance. 1 had a telephone call from Paris. On the 
otherend of the line was an Egyptian who wanted to 
find out from me the address of an elderly English 
woman, now a widow. The reason for his enquiry? 
The Englishwoman's husband, many years ago, 
used to live in Egypt, where he was once Professor 
of Law at Cairo University, and this particular 
Egyptian had been one of his pupils before going on 
to make a distinguished career for himself in the 
courts. He knew that his old professor had died and 
he just wanted to assure himself that all was well 
with his widow. Perhaps that would nor be so 
remarkable but for the fact that the professor's 
contract at Cairo University had been terminated in 
1951 (when Britain and Egypt were in dispute over 
the presence of a British garrison in the Suez Canal 
Zone) — and here was his one-time Egyptian stu- 
dent, now a man in his sixties, taking the trouble to 
telephone from Paris, nearly thirty years later, to 
make a friendly enquiry about the welfare of his 
widow. You don' t meet that sort of kindness every 
day. 

So there is much to be grateful for in the way the 
relationship between the Arabs and the British has 
stood the test of time, and of political differences, at 
least on the personal level. But that only emphasises 
the failure to establish an equally satisfactory and 
fruitful relationship on the political level. And here 
there is much less for us to be grateful about. 

Not that relations between us at the moment are 
bad. They are not; outwardly our governments are 
polite to each other, trade between us is flourishing 
and, with only minor exceptions, we are on per- 
fectly good working terms. But that is about as 
much as you can say about the relationship. Other- 
wise it is lacking in any genuine warmth and it is 
devoid of the kind of sympathy and understanding 
which a relationship needs, whether it is between 
individuals or between nations, if it is to be proof- 
against the kind of sudden shock that is unpredict- 
able. 

There are all sorts of reasons for this state of 
affairs, some of them old and familiar, others rela- 
tively new. There are the obvious cultural differ- 
ences between us, which become less important as 
time goes on and we learn more about each other, 
but which still need time and effort before they can 
be bridged. There is the language difficulty, which 
the Arabs have done much more than the British to 
overcome. There are old prejudices, racial and 
religious, rooted in the conflicts of past centuries, 
and new ones which have more to do with material 
interests and with the suspicions and resentments 
which they can so easily breed. And there is the 
impatience of the Arab world ( which seems to me 
very natural) over the failure of Britain and of the 
West in general to adopt a more robust stance over 
the Palestine question. 

All these factors are interestingly examined by 
Dr. Sari Nasir, of the University of Jordan, in his 
useful book The Arabs and the English , of which I 
am glad to see that a new edition has just been 
published in London by Longman. Dr. Nash's 
approach is a dispassionate one, whtab I am sure is 
ngfat; there is no point in trying to apportion blame 
for the lack of proper understanding — what is 
important is to be dear about the reasons for it and 
to try to deal with them. And that is a task at which 
both sides need to work hard.

UNESCO control causes political flap

NEW YORK, — 

UNESCO’s director-general, Ahmadou-Mahta 
M’bow, a Senegalese educator, politician and dip- 
lomat, is under attack as be moves the organization 
closer to the Third World. 

In terms of the issues it is tackling and the people 
it is appointing, UNESCO is being ‘decolonized,’ 
says one official. 

The process is not as crude and unfair as some 
critics allege. Professional appointments are regu- 
lated by a national quota system and the latest 
figures show several Western countries, including 
Britain, France and Italy, are over-represented, 
while many developing countries axe under- 
represented. Senegal, Haiti and Yugoslavia, often 


criticized as having an .unfair share of the top posts, 
are in fact comfortably within their quotas. 

The ‘decolonization’ move is resented by a 
number of Europeans and Americans within 
UNESCO, who have tended to regard it as-a West- 
ern preserve, and an elitist preserve to booL ‘You 
hear them muttering in the corridors about neg- 
resoo,’ said an official who welcomes the new order. 
‘Both racism and nationalism are alive and well 
over there in Paris. 1 

Two groups seem tohave maintained strong posi- 
tions within the hierarchy: the French and the 
Yugoslavs. With UNESCO headquarters in Paris, it 
is not surprising that the French are well rep- 
resented at all levels, but some American critics 
believe it is also beacause M’bow, a Francophone

If we can transfer the warmth that characterises 
so many personal relationships between us to the 
more formal political relationship between Britain 
and the governments of the Arab world, the future 
will look much brighter for all of us. It is not some- 
-thing we -shall achieve overnight, but it is a task 
worth a lot of effort. And the basis, I am confident, 
is there to build upon. 


STOCKHOLM — 

Pressure is building up here for international 
action to stop Britain and West Germany polluting 
Sweden's lakes. 

Experts estimate that some 20,000 fishing lakes 
run the risk of being destroyed by airborne pollu- 
tion. Most of this is carried across the North Sea 
from England but a substantial amount comes from 
West Germany and Poland. 

The pollution, falling in rain over Scandinavia, 
causes ‘acidification.’ The immediate effect is that 
fish die. Lais Eliasson, president of the Swedish 
Anglers Association, says: ‘Little is known of the 
long-term effects on human beings, animals, forests 
and farmland.' 

Environmental activists are urging the govern- 
ment to take legal action against the countries caus- 
ing the pollution, but the government is reluctantjo 
do so because of the difficulty of proving responsi- 
bility. 

Sulphur pollution is the main problem. It could 
be neutralized by spreading lime on affected takes 
but scientists are not sure about the long-term 
effects of such treatment. The cost would also be 
prohibitive. 

Sweden is not the only country to suffer. The 
Nordic Anglers' Union, representing sport fishing 
organizations in Norway, Iceland, Finland, 
Denmark and Sweden, has already appealed to Bri- 
tain and West Germany to cut pollution. 

Lars Overrein, director of a Norwegian research 
investigation into ‘poison rain,’ says: 'Acid precipi- 
tation is one of die most serious global pollution 
problems. It is virtually impossible to foresee ail the 
ultimate consequences. 


‘Liming and biological methods, including the 
planting of resistant trees, or the breeding of add- 
tolerant strains of fish,- are not really the answer. 
Solutions must be sought at international level.’ 

The Norwegian investigation was startedin 1972, 
after a United Nations conference on the environ- 
ment in Stockholm had drawn attention to the 
increasing acidity of rain everywhere in Europe. 
The problem is also being studied by the Organiza- 
tion for Economic Co-operation and Development 
(OECD). 

An OECD report has confirmed that sulphur 
compounds travel long distances in the atomos- 
phere and that large quantities of sulphur are car- 
ried over the North Sea. 

In a new attempt to find remedies, the Norwegian 
Council for Scientific and Industrial Research is 
organizing an international conference on ‘the 
ecological impact of acid precipitation.’ This will be 
held in Sandefjord, Norway, from H to 14 March 
next year. 

Meanwhile, the Swedish Anglers Assodation has 
enlisted the help of everyone from foreign journal- 
ists to the nation’s No. 1 botanist, Carl von Linne 
(Linnaeus), who during his lifetime from 1719 to 
1772 encountered sulphur pollution in the area 
around the Falun copper mine. 

Journalists invited from abroad to a conference 
on air pollution organized by the Anglers Associa- 
tion in Gothenburg were given translations of Lin- 
naueus'S horrified reaction: 

‘Never has a pet described a theolpgjst’s hell with 
such horror as it appears here. There ascends a 
poisonous, pungent sulphur smoke, poisoning the 

air wide around. This corrodes the earth.'

What kind of nonsense is 
that?” 

Such words are fine, said the 
blade guests that evening in the 
red-draped dining room of Mr. 
and Mrs. Richard Maponya, but 
they want to see action. For 
instance, -what is the government 
going to do to improve living stan- 
dards of urban blacks? They are 
Dot spending their days worrying 
about one-man, one-vote. What 
they want, the black guests said, is 

- better bousing, better jobs, a bet- 
’ ter' fife for their, children. The 
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blacks suggested that the govern- 
ment could demonstrate its sincer- 
ity by bolding a conference with 
black leaders. 

“We are working on all those 
things,” said Koornhof, who 
recently declared that racial dis- 
crimination here is dying. “With 
greater growth in the economy , we 
will be able to do more in the way 
of jobs. We are aware of the prob- 
lem. And we are planning more 
bousing in Soweto as well.” 

“We want to be consulted, 
brought into the decisions,’' said 
Qoboza. “Even if whites do good 
things, it -makes no impact here 
because the blacks had no say. It 
was merely something handed out 
to them. It offends their dignity. 
They want a role in the formula- 
tion of policy. They want to feel 
South African. They are South 
African.” 

This kind of dialogue, in these 
circumstances, would have been 


unthinkable before Soweto 
exploded in 1976. The riots gen- 
erated new thinking in the 
sovereign National Party, but it 
took the new administration of 
Botha, who came to office a year 
ago, to move into what appears to 
be an era of reform. 

“Something is happening,” said 
one of the dinner guests. “How 
much and how fast is the question. 
Ail is not lost yet for the blacks. If 1 
thought we were without hope. I 
would have left this country long 
ago. As for tonight alone — extra- 
ordinary, just extraordinary.” 

Koomhof climbed behind the 
wheel of his car as disco music 
mingled with the smoke from the 
coal fires used for cooking in the 
tiny Soweto homes. There were 
handshakes and waves and gen- 
eral agreement to do it all again, 
soon. 

“Next time, my place,” Koor- 
nhof said. — (LAT)

Moscow-Peking talks 


still stuck on agenda 



MOSCOW, Nov. 7(AP] — The 
Soviet Union and China appear to 
have made tittle progress in more 
than a month of “normalization 
talks" in Moscow, with each coun- 
try continuing virulent prop- 
aganda against the other. 

Both sides claim they want the 
talks to succeed, but each says 
responsibility for the outcome 
rests on the other partner. Mean- 
while, Soviet and Chinese officials 
Tuesday repeated their public 
snubs at anniversary celebrations 
of the Bolshevik revolution. 

At a gala Moscow rally to mark 
the revolution's 62nd year Andrei 
Kirilenko of the Soviet Commun- 
ist Party’s ruling Politburo deli- 
vered the now- traditional wither- 
. ing attack on Chinese policies. 

Following in the footsteps of 

■ Chinese diplomats since 1975, 
Chinese charge d Affaires Tien 
Tseng-pei walked out of the 
Kremlin event as soon ■ s the tone 
of Kirilenko's remari became 
clear.

Wang Youping arrive*, -losoow 

Sept 23 for the start of normaliza- 
tion talks, but immediately 

■ became bogged down in pro- 
cedural disputes with the Russians 
at a series of “preliminary" meet- 
ings. Full-dress talks began Oct. 
17 and have seen about four ses- 
sions so for. 

Diplomats had expected that if 


the talks went well, propaganda 
broadsides would diminish. But 
both sides have swept up their 
verbal attacks, and Kirilenko 
assailed Tuesday the “true 
hege monistic nature" of Chinese 
leaders. 

A Chinese source this week said 
the foil-scale talks have made ‘no 
progress at all" because of con- 
flicting positions over the agenda. 

The Soviet Union, the source 
said, is insisting on starting with a 
*• declaration of principles'' on 
Sino- Soviet relations. This would 
be a document that both sides 
could sign and publish as an initial 
show of good faith. 

The Chinese delegation is pres- 
sing instead for an initial discus- 
sion of points of disagreement 
between the countries. 

Officials on both sides have 
refused to say bow long they will 
weep up the attempt to negotiate. 
Diplomats speculate that if the 
stalemate persists, the talks will be 
adjourned but not officially can- 
celed. . 

“ In the past 1 5 years, the Soviet 
Union advanced many times con- 
structive proposals aimed at 
improving interstate relations 
(with China).'' Kirilenko said. 
“The Soviet- Chinese talks con- 
tinue in Moscow. Their results 
depend on how positive the 
approach of th Chinese side is to 
the problems of bilateral rela- 
tions.’*

UNESCO discourages monopoly 

Freedom for journalists urged 
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lOKYO. Nov. 7 (API — The 
director general of UNESCO said • 
Wednesday his agency favors rhe 
distribution of news in any country 
by more than one agency and that 
journalists should not be subject 
to official pressures. 

“UNESCO is against the 
monopoly of information." 
Amadou- Mathar YT Bow said." It 
has always supported efforts of 
individual countries to set up 
information agencies — not just 
one per country." 

He said that “ UNESCO is for 
objective reporting and for creat- 
ing a better atmosphere whereby 
journalists would not be under 
pressure” by government officials. 

Vf Bow's comments, at a fore- 
ign correspondents dub luncheon, 
dealt with some of the most con- 
troversial aspects of the 1 978 
UNESCO draft declaration on a 
“New world information order”.

The declaration, adopted a year 
ago a? a UNESCO meeting in 
Paris, calls for sweeping reforms 
intended to give Third World 
nations a greater voice in the way 
news about them is reported and 
distributed around the world.

arms. No companies were iden- 
tified by name. 

Clark spoke in a debate in the 
General Assembly on his commit- 
tee's annual report. 

The committee denied that mul- 
tinationals promote equality by 
speeding up economic develop- 
ment. Instead, it said, they simply 
reinforce the status quo. 

The committee asked for U.N. 
help, as it has many times before, 
in making South Africa's major 
trade 'partners — the United 
States, France, Britain and West 
Germany — respect U.N. resolu- 
tions. 

Calling South Africa the worst 
international lawbreaker since 
Nazi Germany, Clark asked for its 
expulsion from the international 
Monetary Fund and the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. 

Also released at the meeting 
was p special report deploring the 
growing closeness of -Israeli-South 
African relations, including: 

— Trade ranging from Kosher 
beef for Israel to weapons for 
South Africa. 

— Hie sale of Israeli bonds on 
the South African market. 

— Increased tourism. 

— South Africa's decision to 
transfer its embassy from Tel AWv 


to Jerusalem, Israel occupied East 
Jerusalem during the 1967 war 
apd its attempt to install the capi- 
tal there is seen by many as a bid to 
secure recognition of annexation. 

The report also accused

Relations Committee voted 
unanimously Tuesday to rank any 
significant improvements in the 
range and capability of the Soviet 
backfire bomber as an innovation 
serious enough to justify U.S. 
withdrawal from SALT II. Ear- 
lier, by a narrow S-7 margin, the 
committee rejected an under- 
standing offered by Sen. John 
' Glenn that would have required 
the Soviet Union to agree not to 
increase the range payload of the 
backfire or to increase production 
beyond the present rate of 30 a 
year. 

The latter vote was the latest in 
a series, of votes by which the 
committee has rejected a so-called 
“killer amendment" which the 
administration fears would 
prompt rbe Soviet Union to pull 
out of the treaty. 

In other actiqn, the committee 
rejected an understanding that 
would require the Soviet Union to 
say explicitly that the use of an 
-anti-satellite weapon against 
American intelligence gathering 
satellites would be a violation of 
the treaty. 

However, in a unanimous 15-0 
vote, the committee took the les- 
ser step of agreeing to communi- 
cate that stand to the Soviet Union 
as an official U.S. policy nqt 
requiring Soviet approval. 

Senator Charles Percy R — 
Illinois, sponsor of the under- 
standing, said that the Soviet 
Union has developed a great 
capacity to track and destroy U.S. 
satellites. 

He said the treaty implicitly 
forbids either side to interfere 
with the other's “national techni- 
cal means" of monitoring strategic 
developments and verifying treaty 
compliance. 

Guerrilla leader 
in Angola seeks 
Western support 

NEW YORK, Nov. 7 tAP) — 
Angola's pro-Western guerrilla 
leader, Jonas Savimbi, says his 
forces are “beating the Cubans'' 
but he needs the clear support of 
America and its allies to oust the 
Marxist government. 

Savimbi, making his first visit to 
the United States since his country 
gained independence from the 
Portuguese in 1974, told reporters 
at a luncheon Tuesday that he is 
here for political backing and not 
for aid or arms. 

"If we can get a clear-cut stand 
in America against the Cuban pre- 
sence in my country, others in 
Europe and the OAU (Organiza- 
tion of African Unity) may add to 
the pressure. 

“All southern Africa — 
Namibia, Zimbabwe, South 
Africa, Zambia, Zaire — is 
affected by what happens in 
Angola,’’ be said-

China lauds Hua’s Europe tour 


PEKING. Nov. 7 (R) — Chin- 
ese Premier Hua Guofeng 
returned to China Wednesday 
after a four- nation tour of West- 
ern Europe officially described 
here as a great success. 

The Chinese Xinhua news 
agency said Hua has established 
himself in Western eyes as a man 
of confidence. He had been able to 
explain Peking's foreign policy in 
• depth tot Western leaders. And 
he had opened the way to greater 
trade and economic cooperation. 

But the agency sought to dispel 
over-optimism that the tour to 
Britain, France, Italy and West 


Germany would result in a drama- 
tic increase of trade or radical dip- 
lomatic initiatives. 

The visit was designed, the 
agency said, to show the world the 
type of man now running China 1 
and give Hua a chance to inspect 
modern technology. 

The Communist Party chairman 
stepped over at Urumqi, 2,400 
kilometers west of Peking, on his 
flight back from Rome. 

Xinhua said it took exception to 
Western descriptions of Hua’s 
visit as an anti-Soviet diplomatic 
offensive. 


The agency said, “He merely 
exchanged views with leaders of 
various countries and expounded 
China’s viewpoints on the major 
international issues of ‘the day.*’ 
The agency regarded as particu- 
larly significant “the fact that 
Premier Hua established his per- 
sonal understanding and friend- 
ship" with Western European 
leaders. 

As a result of the visit, he has 
achieved a reputation as being a 
“generous, sincere and modest 
person in whom one can have con- 
fidence,'' the agency added. 


&AN SALVADOR, Nov. / 
l API — Leftists Wednesday freed 
30 hostages, ending a two- week 
occupation of two ministry build- 
ings after agreement with the new 
ruling junta, but they vowed to 
•‘continue the struggle” to score 
more concessions. 

The leftists, mostly teenagers, 
swarmed into the streets, joined 
by thousands of sympathizers for a 
victory celebration at the univer- 
sity. One hostage said, “We were 
treated as well as possible consid- 
ering the circumstances." 

The Popular Revolutionary 
Bloc, the largest worker student 
peasant coalition, whieh organ- 
ized the ministries’ occupation said 
through its 22 year-old leader that 
the group gave the government 30 
days to double the $ 3-a-duy 
minimum wage, to freeze skyroc- 
keting food prices and to provide 
information on political prisoners 
and others who have disappeared. 

“We have broken with the 
past,” said Amoldo Alfonso, one 
of two colonels who forced out 
President Carlos Humberto Rom- 
ero Oct. 15. 

“We are trying to change the 
structures and the concepts that 
were so mistaken." 

Government negotiators said 
they agreed to fine bus owners 
who overcharge fares for rides and 
urge businessmen to pay sever- 
ance wages to workers dismissed 
when their companies suspended 
operations during the political and 


economic upheaval here. 

Activists also demand informa- 
tion of 920 persons who disap- 
peared during Romero's regime. 
The new junta, however, says it 
has no information on their 
whereabouts but they named a 
commission to investigate. 

Bloc leader Juan Chacon said 
the government asked for “a 
reasonable time" to meet the 
bloc' s principal demands. He was 
given 30 days. 

During the dance celebration 
through downtown streets, 
demonstrators chanted, “Social- 
ism is coming, no one can stop it" 
and “prolonged war". 

The march was the first author- 
ized by the three- week-old gov- 
ernment. 

Previous marches we rev dis- 
persed by armored cars and troops 
firing machine guns. More than 80 
people, including military troops, 
have been killed in the past two 
weeks in clashes with government 
troops. 

* Activity also attacked two 
newspapers and a patrol car with 
incendiary bombs, setting ablaze 
three police substations and 
downtown stores. 

The Communist Party

Making Committee. 

Venezuela hosts the next full 
OPEC meeting in Caracas Dec. 17 
when a new round of price 
increases is expected. 

“We agreed today to urge the 
development of new sources of 
eneigy, not to compete with oil 
and hydrocarbons, but to alleviate 
the pressures we have on our 
backs," Calderon said. 

1 “We have also agreed to 
; recommend the adoption of a 


series of rules to be embodied in 
OPECs future pricing structure, 
but at this stage lam able to reveal 
to you any details. 

“We have come to the conclu- 
sion that price increases must be 
reasonable. We know by now that, 
after every price increase the 
goods that we have to buy from 
the industrialized countries also 
cost more." 

“The truth is that, today and in 
real terms, our oil revenues do not 
buv us more than they did in 
1973." 

That was the year OPEC hiked 
prices dramatically in the wake of 
the 1973 Middle East war. 

The recommendations will go io 
the full OPEC meeting in Caracas. 
Member states represented on the 
panel are Algeria, Kuwait, Iran, 
Iraq, Saudi Arabia and Ven- 
ezuela.

He denied any withholding of 
oil for political reasons. 

“ We in Venezuela currently are 
producing at 98 per cent capacity 
and have never used oil as a politi- 
cal weapon. To my knowledge 
most of the OPEC member coun- 
tries are almost up to the same 
level. 

“Production and conservation 
however, are not OPEC decisions, 
they are left entirely to the discre- 
tion of the producer states because 
it involves the sovereignty over 
one's own resources." 

He said Venezuela produces 
2.35 million barrels a day but from 
Jan. i would reduce output to con- 
serve resources by 150,000 bar- 
rels a day. mainly of light and 
medium oils. 

World oil production is cur- 
rently running at 31.5 million bar- 
rels per day and would within a 
decade be-increased to 35 million 
barrels, he said. 

The Committee agreed ihat the 
world* s oil supply and price prob- 
lems only can be solved in 
dialogue with the industrialized 
nations. 

Reporting this consensus. 
Calderon looked forward to a 
package agreement with consum- 
ing countries. The package would

“After ail, the 10 to 15 dollars 
difference in price does not 
benefit the producers: it increases 
the cost of the oil and occasionally 
finds its way into the pockets of 
intermediaries and encourages 
speculation.”

Nigerian delegate Akporode 
Clark issued the warning Tuesday 
in the U.N. General Assembly, 
while Sweden's delegate,' Andrs 
Thunborg, sought an order from 
the Security Council for a curb on 
foreign investment in South 
Africa. 


The 152-nation Assembly was 
beginning its annual debate on 
apartheid. South Africa's policy of 
separate development of the 
country's principal racial group- 
ings. 

A committee report accused the 
U.S., Britain, France, West Ger- 
many and their multinational 
companies of helping South 
Africa to commit crimes. 

It recommended total economic 
sanctions against the Republic. 
This would require a resolution 
from the Security Council which 
the western powers are considered 
certain to block.

LONDON, Nov. 7 ( AP) — The 
dollar jumped more than 3 yen on 
the Tokyo foreign exchange Wed- 
nesday to close at 240.1 5 yen and 
break the 240-yen barrier for the 
first time since February 1 978. 

But the U.S. currency was lower 
in nervous trading on European 
money markets, dominated by 
uncertainties in Iran. 

The price of gold was more than 
$ 10 a troy ounce higher in mom- . 
ing trading in London and $ 7 in 
Zurich. 

Tokyo foreign exchange dealers 
described trading as hectic as the 
Bank of Japan dumped an esti- 
mated $ 250 million in the morn- 
ing and about $ 100 million in the 
afternoon in a frantic effort to stop 
the yen's slide. 

The turmoil in Iran, where some 
60 Americans are being held hos- 
tage by militant students in the 
U.S. Embassy, particularly 
affected the Japanese yen. Iran is a 
major oil producer and Japan 
imports 99 per cent of its oil. 

Reports from Washington 
attributed to the Central Intellig- 
ence Agency said Iran's oil 
exports were choked off Tuesday 
by a shutdown of the country's 
only crude oil port, Kha rg Island 
in the Persian Gulf. But the 
National Iranian Oil Co. later 
denied the reports. (See story Page 
one) 

Wednesday's closing rate for 
the dollar in Tokyo was the high- 
est since Feb. 16, 1978, when the 
U.S. currency reached 240 yen. 
Shortly before the end of Wed- 
nesday s trading, the dollar rose to 
a high of 240.60. The U.S. cur- 
rency closed Tuesday at 23(7.05 
yen. 

An Amsterdam dealer said the 
U.S. Government’s instructions to 
private companies to repatriate 
their staff from Iran “is the latest 
ominous development' in that 
country.

In Stockholm. John McEnroe, 
who says he's rusty after a two- 
week tournament layoff, woke up 
at the right moment to defeat 
Schlomo Glickstein 6-0, 3-6, 6-3 
Tuesday in tbe Stockholm Open 
tennis championships. 

It was a strange match. McEn- 
roe, top seeded in the world's old- 
est and biggest indoor Grand Prix 
event, hardly worked up a sweat in 
tbe 20-minute opening set.

“I thought I was dreaming, but 
deep within I knew he would come 
back,” said Glickstein. ** But it was 
pretty close and such a match gives 
one a lot of confidence for the 
future” 

Four other seeded Americans 
won through to tbe second round. 
Second-seeded Harold Solomon 
beat Swedish junior Stefan Sven- 
born 6-0, 7-5, third ranked Brian 
Gottfried overcame Gfiles Moret- 
ton of France 6-7, 6:3, 6-6, 
fourth-seeded Gene Mayer took 
out Gianni Ocleppo of Italy 6-.3, 
6-4, and No. eight Stan Sltrith 
whipped Ove Bengtson of Sweden 
6 - 1 , 6 - 2 . 

Glickstein, who had to quality 
for the tournament, had one break 
point to 3-0 in the decisive seL But 
then McEnroe picked up speed. 


He broke to love to level 3-3 and 
another service break in the eighth 
game was all he needed. 

“He played well and I played 
lousy.” McEnroe said. “I didn't 
know what I was doing out there 
late in the second set. Maybe I got 
the first set too easily.'' 

McEnroe won the title here last 
year after upsetting Bjorn Borg in 
the semis. 

In Stuttgart, top-seeded Mar- 
tina Navratilova battled from 
behind to beat Sylvia Haxuka of 
West Germany 5-7, 7-5, 6-2 
Tuesday evening in first-round 
action of the Women's Grand Prix 
tennis tournament. 

In other action sixth-seeded 
Kerry Reid of Australia beat Pam 
Teeguarden of the United States

Sen. Kennedy enters race with blast at Carter

BOSTON. Nov. 7 (AP) — Senator 
Edward M. Kennedy, decrying the “ lack of a 
dear summons from the center of power" 
Wednesday formally announced that he is 
challenging President Jimmy Carter for the 
1980 Democratic presidential nomination. 

Kennedy, the third of the famous Kennedy 
brothers to seek the nation's highest office, 
has been mentioned as a presidential candi- 
date in every campaign since 1968, but Wed- 
nesday’s announcement marked the first time 
he has formally entered the race. 

The Massachusetts senator made the 
announcement in a speech at Boston's 
Faneiril Hall in front of a cheering crowd of 
supporters. The site of the announcement is 
famous as the site of much U.S. Revolutio- 
nary War political activity. 

The 47-year-o!d Kennedy, setting out on a 
path taken by his two assassinated brothers. 
President John Kennedy and Senator Robert 
Kennedy, said,"lseek the presidency with no 
illusions.'' 

After the announcement at 1500 GMT 
Wednesday, Kennedy set out on four day 
campaign swing, beginning in New Ham- 
shire, site of the nation's first presidential 
primary on Feb. 26. 

On Thursday, California Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. was to enter the Democratic race, 
and Carter will officially announce his candi- 
dacy for re-election on Dec. 4. 

In seeking to unseat Carter, Kennedy is 
emphasizing what he calls leadership for the 
1980s to halt ‘‘a sense of a lack of direction" 
in the country. 

"Fear spreads that our leaders have res- 
igned themselves to retreat," he said. 

“This country is not prepared to sound 
retreat,” Kennedy said “it is ready to 
advance. It is willing to make a stand. And so 
amL”

While never mentioning President Carter 
by name, Kennedy's references to the Demo- 
cratic incumbent whom he is challenging for 
their party's nomination was unmistakable. 

“I question no man's intentions," he said.

Brown is given little if any chance at the 
nomination unless Kennedy and Carter so 
wound each other during the early months of 
the campaign that neither appears able to 
command the confidence of the public. 

Among the issues expected to trouble 
Kennedy during the coming campaign are the 
1969 drowning of a young woman in the 
senator’s car and his separation from his wife. 

In addition. Carter campaign organizers, 
convinced that the U.S. is in a cost-cutting 
mood, are expected to attack Kennedy as a 
big-spending liberal in the Senate. 

But Kennedy's supporters say that Carter's 
three years as president have shown him 
incapable of rallying the American people to 
confront any of the problems feeing them, 
from energy to the economy to those of fore- 
ign policy. 

Kennedy's announcement here marks a 
major departure from tradition. Both John 
and Robert Kennedy announced their can- 
didacies in the ornate Senate Caucus Room 
in Washington. 

John won the presidency in November, 
1960, and served for three years until he was 
gunned down by an assassin in Dallas, Texas, 
in November, 1963. 

Robert Kennedy, a senator from New 
York, declared his candidacy for the presi- 
dency in early Spring, 1968, and was shot in.a 
Los Angeles hotel in early June after winning 
the key California primary election. 

Carter’s campaign has been bouyed in 
recent weeks by victories over Kennedy in 
test votes in Iowa and Florida, but both non- 
binding straw polls among Democratic work- 
ers occurred prior to Kennedy's formal entry 
into the race. •

Soviets hit Western arms plans 


MOSCOW, Nov. 7 1 R) — As Soviet tanks 
and missiles rolled through Red Square. 
Defense Minister Dmitry Ustinov sharply 
attacked the United States and other West- 
ern countries Wednesday for planning to 
upgrade NATO’s nuclear arsenal in Europe. 

In a brief address to troops at a military 
parade marking the 62nd anniversary of the 
Bolshevik revolution. Marshal Ustinov 
charged that reactionary forces in the United 
States were trying io gain military superiority 
over the Warsaw Pact 

President Leonid Brezhnev and other 
Soviet Leaders watched the parade roll across 
the snow-covered cobblestones of the square 
as the defense minister criticized Western 
plans to deploy new medium- range nuclear 
missiles in Europe. 

He said that what he termed the compli- 
cated international situation required further 
strengthening of the Soviet economy and 
defenses. . ... 

Prim e Minister Alexei Kosygin. 75. said by- 
Soviet sources to be resting by the Black Sea, 
missed the parade this year. 


Brezhnev. 72. Marshal Ustinov. 7 ] . and 
chief ideologist Mikhail Suslov. ?o. left the 
balcony of the Lenin Mausoleum after an 
hour and 10 minutes, shortly after the start of 
a civilian parade by thousands of Muscovites 
which followed the military march past. 

But Soviet television, which broadcast live 
coverage all over the Soviet Union and East- 
ern Europe, continued to show recorded pic- 
tures of the Soviet president and his col- 
leagues waving to the marchers for another 
hour. 


LA PAZ, Bolivia, Nov. 7 { AP) — Uprising 
against a right-wing colonel who seized 
power in a coup have spread from La Paz to a 
rural area and a tin mine, several well- 
informed sources said. 

And priests and nuns of the Catholic 
church were to meet Wednesday to issue a 
strong denunciation of self-proclaimed Pres- 
ident Col. Alberto Natusch, church sources 
said. 

The church sources said the declaration 
will be much stronger than that by a Jesuit- 
run radio station shortly after Natusch ousted 
constitutional president Walter Guevara in a 
coup last Thursday. 

Military and political sources said the army 
and peasants clashed at Achacachi, about 
100 kilometers northwest of the capital. 

Details of Tuesday’s confrontation were 
sketchy, but one well-informed military 
source said airplanes straffed thepeasents. 

Union sources said that miners in Bolivia’s 
richest Lode, the Huanuni Mine, fought with 
soldiers there and that all of the 35,000 tin 
miners in Bolivia have declared an indefinite 
strike m opposition to Natusch. 

The military detained two labor union offi- 
cials for 25 hours. They were identified by 
sources as Miners Union leader Simon Reyes 
and Liber Forti, a high ranking leader of the 
Bolivian Workers Central, under which the 
country's unions are grouped.

Tuesday in an attempt to reach an accommo- 
dation with Natusch, oneof those in the meet- 
ing said. The Congress was dissolved within 
48 hours of the coup. 

The Congress initially rejected Natusch 
and supported Guevara but its leaders have 
shown increasing desire to strike a bargain 
with Natusch. 

A congressional source said the legisla- 
ture's leaders are preparing an offer to 
Natusch under which the colonel and rwo 
congressmen would rule Bolivia with the 
stipulation that presidential elections would 
be held next May. 

On Monday Natusch flatly rejected con- 
gressional suggestions that be resign and turn 
power over to the Congress. It is believed that 
the Congress was willing to guarantee that 
Guevara would uot be a candidate in the 
election to be held by the Congress. 

The Bolivian economy cannot long with- 
stand a prolonged general strike, and even 
less a long strike by Bolivia's tin miners. Tin 
is Bolivia's principal export. 

The metal is needed to keep the country's 
already disastrous economy situation from 
slumping further. 

Economists say the country has no foreign 
reserves to pay for imports. The foreign debt 
is $ 3 billion, which is huge for a country of 
only 5 million people. And its foreign trade 
deficit of $ 250 million a year equals that of 
some countries many times Bolivia's size.

ROME, Nov. 7 (R) — ' A Swiss Guard,, 
swinging an axe- like medieval weapon over-i 
powered a man armed with a knife as he tried . 
to push his way into the Vatican Wednesday, 
saying he wanted to kill Pope John Paul, 
police said. 

The guard blocked the man' s way with his 
seven-foot Halberd — a combination of 
spear and battle axe — and then disarmed 
him. 

He was handed over to Italian police who 
identified the attacker as 26-year-old 
Luciano Esposito. They said he appeared to 
be mentally unstable, and was charged with 


attempted murder. 

Police said the incident happened at 7.30 


a.m. when Esposito asked Swiss Guard Hel- 
muth SandguC 24, on guard at the Vatican s 
Arco Delle Campane entrance, to let him 
pass. 


LUSAKA. Zambia. Nov. 7 ( AP) — 
“Zambia will nor succumb to unwar- 
ranted pressure" from Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia, President Kenneth Kaunda 
says. 

Referring to the embargo on com 
imports through Zimbabwe Rhodesia 
announced by the Salisbury govern- 
ment on Monday, the Zambian leader 
said Tuesday that his country had 
enough stocks to last through “this 
troubled period." 

Speaking to the new' Iraqi ambas- 
sador io Zambia. Fakhri Ahmed Qasin 
at State House. Kaunda described 
Zimbabwe Rhodesia’s action as the 
**lasr kicks of a dying horse." 

“The measure they have taken to 
stop our maize from passing through 
their country is just one more of their 
methods to try and intimidate the 
Zambian people." he said. 

He called upon the international 
community to come to the aid of Zam- 
bia. 

Meanwhile, Zambia's minister of 
agriculture and water development. 
•Alexander Chikwanda. said that in 
contrast to Rhodesia's plans trying i*> 
"boot us out.” Zambia supplies il*. 
southern neighbor with double the 
electric power used bv the entire coun- 


try of Malawi and yet has not 
threatened cutting it off. 

“If Bishop Muzorewa (Zimbabwe 
Rhodesian leader and the people in 
Salisbury have any sense at all, they 
should appreciate Zambia's integrity 
and appreciation for the problems of 
her neighbors,'* he said. 

Zambian railway officials were 
nuble to confirm whether maize ship- 
ments had, infact, stopped moving 
across the Victoria Falls railroad 
bridge, the main rail link between the 
two countries. 

On Monday, the Salisbury govern- 
ment announced that all imports of 
maize for Zambia through Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia would be cut off, until the 
Lusaka government stopped Zambia- 
aided guerrillas from invading Zim- 
babwe Rhodesia. 

The Zambian cabinet, led by Presi- 
dent ICaunda, met Tuesday on the 
Zimbabwe Rhodesian action to block- 
ade the vital food imports. 

Political analysts in Lusaka said 
there was “ reasonable doubt” that the 
announced embargo would be carried 
out They said the cutoff of maize sup- 
plies, this country's number one staple, 
could be construed by the Zambian 
Government as “an act of total war.”
